Jim Zurcher, Sierra Madre Police Chief, was appointed in 1967 as the third Chief In the City s 
history. He has a long and varied background in police work, having worked nearly every assignment 
from radio-car patrolman to administration. He is a graduate of Cal-State Los Angeles in Police 
ministration and is currently doing graduate work at the University of Southern California, where he 
expects to receive the Master's deqree in Public Admini.straticn in August of this year. Chief Zurcher 
holds a teaching credential and teaches at Pasadena City College in the pre - service and academy 
training programs. He is also a member of the Police Science Advisory Committee at the College. 

The Department maintains a high degree of professionalism and stresses^ self - Improvement thru 
formal college training. Fully ninety-five per cent of its members are involved in degree oriented 
grams, some seeking the bachelor's degree at the State College and others completing lower division 
requirements at the Junior College with intentions of transferring to a four year school. The Depart¬ 
ment also boasts graduates of the Police Management Institute and the Delinquency Institute at the 
University of Southern California. 

The Department maintains a service attitude in which its function is seen as making the City a bet¬ 
ter place in which to live. Because of this attitude, the Department enjoys the confidence and respect 
'of the entire community. An example of the accomplishments of the Department is the Crime Preven¬ 
tion Program recently initiated. The program is designed to elicit citizen participation to reduce the 
incidence of criminal activity. One segment of the program is directed toward the children of the co-m- 
munity. In a pilot program an officer has been a.ssigned to an elementary school where he teaches 
weekly to two eighth grade classes. This activity has been rated a,s outstanding by parents, teachers 
and students. It is anticipated that opening the lines of communication between the pdlce and the 
youth of the community at an early age will help develop mutual understanding. 

The Department stays in the mainstream of the development of current police practices by parti¬ 
cipating in projects both In the County of Los Angeles and throughout the State. Staff members 
are active in research projects and are in constant contact with representatives of other agencies. 
An example of this is the recent grant of $93,000 by the California Council on Criminal Justice for 
.studying regional applications of police training in which Serra Madre will participate with five other 
police agencies. 

During 1969 the 'officers of the Department drove over 120,000 miles in patrolling the streets, 
responded to nearly 5500 calls tor sevice and investigated more than 2100 crimes. Though operating 
with a limited staff in antiquated and cramped quarters, the Department maintains high motivation 
and morale, and a sease of pride in being one of the outstanding Departments in the County. Our 
sincere thanks to you boys for your protection of our homes and families.

If you’re having a little trouble these days getting 
tlirough to your kids when you try to discuss illegal drug 
use, it may be because they know a lot more than you 
do about the subject. 

We can’t promise to make you an expert, but 
we can help you to catch up a little. Here are a few facfs 
to talk from: 

1. Marihuana: 

Its use is a felony. Conviction, even with a suspended 
sentence, may cause interruption of education, 
difficulty in obtaining a driver’s license in some states, 
entering a profession, getting a re.sponsible job. While 
marihuana, which is not a narcotic, docs not cause physical 
dependence, it may lead to “psychological dependence” 
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if taken regularly. Tlicre is no current conclusive 
evidence that marihuana is “medically safe.” Research is 
currently being conducted to find out more about its 
physical and psychological cliccts. 

2. LSD: 

Its ctTccts can differ at times in the same individual. 
There is no way of predicting whcllier a “trip” will be 
“good” or “bad.” And days, weeks, even months after 
using I.SD, the things the user experienced while on the 
drug may recur iine.xpcctcdly. The I.SD experience can 
sometimes be disturbing enough to cause acute and 
even long-lasting mental illne.ss. 

3. “Ups and Downs”: 

Excessive use of amphetamines (“ups”) can drive a 
person beyond his physical endurance and leave him 
totally depleted physically, since he feels like neither eating 
nor sleeping. The body develops a tolerance to these 
drugs, with larger and larger do.scs required to feci the 
effects. Long-term heavy users arc usually Irritable, 
unstable, and may suffer .social, intellectual, and emotional 
breakdown. Abrupt withdrawal (“crashing”) for the 
heavy user can result in a deep and suicidal depression. 

Barbiturates (“downs”) can, in regular and 
excessive doses, become physically addicting. Overdose, 
or abrupt withdrawal for a heavy user, can cause 
death. Barbiturates arc a leading cause of accidental 
poison deaths in the U.S. Amphetamines arc sometimes 
prescribed as “diet pills,” and barbiturates arc given 
as prescription sleeping pills, but neither should be taken 
except in strict accordance with a physician’s prescription. 

4. Narcotics: 

Heroin is physically, as well as psychologically 
addicting. Large, or unexpectedly unadulterated doses can 
result in death. The addict’s main object in life 
becomes getting the drug. He may turn to crime as the 
only way to get enough money to support his habit 
(which can run as high as $100.00 per day).
